PROCEEDINGS. 
SaintLouis Church, Richlands, N. C., October 17, 1912. 

At Io o'clock this morning, Rev. B. E. Davis, Moderator called 
the aoth Annual session oi the Trent River Oakey Grove Mission- 
ary Baptist Association to order. The Vice Moderator opened the 
devotional exercises by lining and singing hymn No. 115, which was 
sung by the congregation. The Moderator then read for Scriptur 
lesson from the 17th chapter of St. John, and then designated Rev. 
J. E. Kornegay, who offered prayer. “Must Jesus beaf the Cross,”

etc., Was sung with enthusiasm. The Moderator ina ooh well chos- 
en words announced the house ready for ake ness.. Rev. [ibe Kor 
negay, pastor of the church, arose, and in his usual manner oi hap- 
piness made the welcoming address, in behali of the church and the 
community as follows: 

“Mr. President and Members oi this Association, we have look- 
ed and anxiously waited for the day for the convening oi this body, 
Theday has come, and so have you. We have spared no pains, and 
left nothing undone, that would prevent this from being one of the 
best if not the best session in the history of our Association. We 
welcome you to our homes, our churches, and all of the rights that 
belong to christians.

May the hallowed fire that shall be kindled here continue until 
every vestige of sin, ignorance and superstition shall be entirely con- 
sumed. —

er assembled here to further the mighty plan of salvation and to 
consider how we can best promote the creat principle upon which 
rest the foundation for development of intellect and christian wel- 
fare of the people of this country. By your assistance and co-opera- 
tion we will be able to carry out the motto of Christ in every home. 
We invite you to our homes, trusting that you may reap as much 
benefit for, yourself as we anticipate by having you with us. We 
want you to stay with us, but if you have to leave; begin at once 
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preparing to comé again, whére you aré welcotiie once, welcome 
twice and always welcome.”

Thursday Night Service. 


Praiseservices were conducted by Rev. Jones before the hour of 
meeting arrived. Several of the Brethren participating. Preaching 
services commenced at the usual time. Rev. J. W. Tate line hymn 
No. 233, then read a portidn of-the 12th Chapter of Deut. Prayer 
by Rev. A. J, Jones, who introduced Rev. J. D. White, who was bill- 
ed to preach the introductory sermon at the last session. He select- 
ed his text from the 9th Chapter of St. John, 4th verse, “I must do 
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the works of him that sent me,” etc. The sermon was filled with 
gospel truth, his sermon was a practical one, and the distinguished 
speaker proved himself a true exponent of the gospel truth. Much 
inspiration was gained irom the sermon. Rev. Kornegay of- 
Hered a soul stirting prayer“ jRev. Jones sung “I..am!. Thine 
O Lord,” etc., prayer.

H. J. Hemby, the delegate to the State Con- 
vention, reported that he went and was received and that the Bap- 
tist people are making rapid progress in the State.

Saturday Evening Session. 


The Association reassembled at the time appointed. The Mod- 
erator lined and the audience sung hymn No. 70. Rev. Pearson read 
from Gal. 6, prayer by Rev. A. J.:Jones. “A charge to keep I have,” 
etc., was sung and the moderator announced the house ready for 
business. On motion the roll;is called. On motion the minutes otf 
forenoonsession were read and adopted. Committee on time and 
place reported, see report. ‘At 3 o'clock. Rev. A. J. Jones was 
chosen by the Moderator to preach at the stand. Assisted by Rev. 
W. H. Brinkley. On motion the Constitution and By-laws of the 
Association is read. On motion the Secretary of Training School 
made his report, see report. The Moderator appointed Rev. R. P. 
Lawson, Rev. J..E. Kornegay and Prof H. J. Hemby, to name 15 
men as a board of directors for 1913. The committee made their 
report, and was discharged. At 4 o’clock a grand rally was held for 
educational purposes and a collection of $41.15 was raised. On mo- 
tion the Association adjourns to meet again on Thursday before the 
third Sunday in October 1913, A. M., at 10 o’clock.

Saturday Night Services. 


Opening devotional services were opened by Bro. S. L. Stan- 
ford who lined and thé congregation chanted tiymn No. 423, “O 
speed christians,” ete. Seripture lesson was read by Rev: R: P, 
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Lawson from the 3rd chapter of Gen. Prayer by S. L. Stanford. 
Rev. G. W. Rhodes was chosen at the annual session of 1911 to 
preach the Temperance sermon, and failed to be present, Moderator 
appointed Rev. R. P. Lawson in his place. Text from the 3rd chap- 
ter of Gen. 9th verse, “Adam where art thou?” 

The speaker was at his best. He showed by convincing argtl 
ment, and undeniable proofs, the correct meaning of the word tem- 
perance. He said, wien God first made our bodies they were pure 
and undefiled and to use intoxicants of any kind would spoil our 
images, and prevent Christ from fully. taking possession of us. The 
sermon was really a gem, and all who heard it were enthused. Pray- 
er was Offered by Rev. Brinkley. Rev. White, and Rev. Kornegay 
waited on the audience at the table while a collection of $10.40 was 
raised. On motion by Rev. Jones that a vote of thanks be tendered 
the people of the vicinity for so kindly entertaing the association, 
Doxology and benedicton by Rev. R. P. Lawson. 


Sunday Mornng Services. 


Sunday school was conducted by Bros. S. L. Stanford, P. F. Mur- 
rill, L. M. Williams and Rev. Elliott. Collection $1.02 for Sunday 
school. The hour having arrived for preaching services, the congre- 
gation began to assemble, numbering at a close estimate 1,800 pe?- 
sons,the house was taxed to its seating capacity, and many anxious 
hearers were on the outside seeking admittance, while Bro. Wm. 
Dove lined and audience sung No, 318. Scripture lesson by Rev. 
Davis: from-13th chapter of St. Mark; prayer by W: Hs Pihithips: 
2nd. hymn, 278 “Father I stretch my hand to thee,” etc. 

Rev. B., E. Davis being selected at the annual session of 1911 
to preach the Missionary sermon, arose and announced for his text 
Matthew 28th chapter, 20th verse, “Go ye therefore and teach all 
nations,’ etc. The speaker said among many things, that Jesus had 
entrusted certain work to be accomplished among his believers, fail- 
ing to do so, makes us disobedient servants, which would bring 
everlasting punishment at the day of reckoning. The sermon was 
spiritually delivered, and the audience was made to feel that it was 
good-for them. to,be there.

Rev. Davis, Rev. Elliott, 
Rev. Dillahunt, Rev. Moore, Rev. Bryant, Rev. Pearson, Rev. Jones, 
Rev. White, all paid a very high tribute to the history of the deceas- 
ed’s life. They said that his career as a citizen, and a christian was 
of the highest type, and worthy of commendation, and earth’s loss 
was Heavens gain. A collection of $2.00 was quickly raised and 
donated to the deceased widow. Doxology. Benediction by the 
Moderator. 


Sunday Nght Services. 


Services were introduced by Rev. M. B. Bryant who lined and 
sung hymn No. 344, “low happy is every child of grace,” the third 
chapter of St. Matthew was read for scripture lesson. Prayer was 
offered by Bro.

Resolved, that we recommend of our people to seize every opportunity to 
avail themselves of a muscular, moral and christian training. We call our 
people’s attention especially. to the Trent River Normal Training School, at 
Jacksonville, N. C. It is yours and you should give it your moral and finan 
cial aid. We have the faculty and the race needs, and demands the train 
ing. We must have financial means to carry on the work, and let each indi- 
vidual work to that end. 

We further call your attention to the opening and closing of the public 
schools, to keep your children in them from start to finish. We recommend 
that each ordained minister pay annually $1.10, licentiates 55c, deacons 30c, 
each member of the different churches to pay 2c per member, said money to 
be sent up to the annual sitting of the Association.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. The Association shall be denominated and known ag ‘The 
Trent River Oakey Grove Missionary Baptist Association. 

Art. 2 The object of this Association shall be the promotion of Christ’s 
Kingdom among men; and the means of accomplishing this shall be strict 
conformity to the New Testament. 

Art. 3. This Association shall be composed of Pastors and delegates 
chosen by the churches connected with it, each church being entitled to 
three delegates. 

Art. 4. The delegates from each church shall bear a letter certifying 
their appointment, and communicating information relating to the state of 
the church. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Association shall be a Moderator and Assis- 
tant Moderator, Clerk and Assistant Clerk, and Treasurer, who shall be an- 
nually chosen from among its members by ballot, a majority of its members 
voting, and continuing in office until their successors are elected. 

Art. 6. It shall be the duty of the Moderator to enforce an observance of 
the Constitution, preserve order, appoint committees, decide all questions, 
give his opinion on any question under discussion after others have spoken, 
and give the casting vote in case of a tie. 

Art. 7. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to record the proceedings of 
each annual session, and to superintend the printing of the minutes and dis- 
tribution of the same among the churches. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive all funds sent up 
by same churches or collected during the session of this body, and disburse 
the same as ordered by the Association. He shall make to the Association 
an annual report of the condition of the Treasury. 

Art. 9. The Association shall appoint an Executive Committee, consist- 
ing of not less than five, or more than seven members, which committee 
shall have the superintendence of Association missions and colportage. Thev 
shall have power to disburse all sums paid by the Treasurer of the Associa- 
tion for the objects under their charge and during intervals between the 
meetings of this body, to receive and disburse funds for those objects, and 
to take such steps for their advancement as they shall deem advisable, and 
shall make an annual report to the Association of their doings. 

Art. 10. This Association shall not maintain fellowship with any of her 
churches which neglect to preserve Gospel order. 

Art. 11. This Association may invite visiting and corresponding brethren 
to seats and extend to them all the privileges of the Association except that 
of voting. 

Art. 12. The annual session of this Association shall commence on 
Thursday before the third Lord’s day in October, at such place as may be 
chosen. 

Art. 13. By appointment of this Association, there shall be an Introduc- 
tory Sermon of a denomination character, an Educational Sermon a Tem- 
peranee Sermon, a Missionary Sermon and a Doctrinal Sermon. 

Art. 14. That we shall not receive any ministers in our Association or 
pulpits until he has presented his credentials and recommendations from said 
Church and Association from which he is a member of, and upon payment of 
$1.00 he may become a member of this Association. We will not fellowship 
any of our churches who receive any disorderly member from any of our 
ehurches within the bounds of this Association. 

Art. 15. We recommend that none of our churches in this Assoication 
shall elect any minister as their pastor until he has presented his credentials 
and recommendations from his church and the Association which he is a 
member of. 

Art. 16. Each church shall be represented by sending up to the Asso- 
ciation annually 10 cents for each member represented in the letter. 

Art. 17. This constitution may be amended at any annual session by a 
vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


RULES OF ORDER. 


1. On motion of the Association, the Moderator of the preceding session 
shall preside until his successor is made known.- In case of his absence, a 
chairman pro tem, shall be elected. 

2. Each session of the Association shall be opened with religious exer 
cises, to be conducted by whomsoever the presiding officer may name. 

3. At each daily session, and previous to proceeding to business the names 
of the delegates shall be called, and the proceedings of the previous daily 
session read. 

4. The members shall observe towards the officers and each other that 
courtesy that becomes Christians. 

5. Any member wishing to speak shall rise and address the presiding offi- 
eer. He shall confine himself strictly to the question under debate, and 
avoid all personalities. 

6. No member shall speak more than twice upon the same question with 
out permission. 

7. All motions seconded shall be definitely stated by the presiding officer 
before discussion. 

8. No motion shall be withdrawn after its discussion. 

9. When a question is under discussion no motion or proposition shall be 
received, except to adjourn, lay on table, to amend or postpone indefinitely. 
which several motions shall have preference in the order in which they are 
stated. 

10. After a motion is decided, Anne leben having voted in the majority, 
may move for a reconsideration. 

11. No member shall absent himself during the session of the Associn- 
tion, without permission of the presiding officer and no one shall take final 
leave of absence Without permission from the Association. If anvone shall 
do so, their absence shall be noted in the minutes. 

12. All questions except such as relate to the Constitution shall be de- 
cided by a majority of votes. 

13. This Association shall have the right to decide what subject shall b» 
admitted to its consideration. 

14. These Rules of Order may be altered or amended at any session of 
the Association by a majority of votes.
